In this _ effort we have endeavored to serve also the interest of the 
Western ^Governers Association, which is directing special attention in 1986 
to the international competitiveness of its member states and territories To 
this^end^ we have included Nebraska and South Dakota institutions as well as 
the^ 14 WICHE states of Alaska, Ar^^^^^ California, Colorado, Hawaii, Idaho, 
Montana, New Mexico, Nevada, North Dakota, Oregon, Utah, Washington, and 
Wyoming.

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Preface 



?- .compiles information about programs of educatibh and 
^nHJln^fH.if t'^ ^ direct bearing on contemporary problems relating to the 
international economy and trade, foreign cultures and languages, and other 
aspects of _ihtern|tional affairs. It is a first effort of the Western inter- 
state Commission for Higher Education (WICHEJ to publish salient facts about 
international programs and centers of instruction, research, and public 
service. The objective is to provide information about programs in the western 
states that maj_ relate to the problems, plans, or objectives of persons in 

ovf<]nf h ■ ^ '"^l. "''^f^^^^ service, or simply, of people wishing to 

extend their knowledge and skills. 

^Within higher education institutions, teaching or research units relatpd 
to other nations or world areas, or to international affairs g&nerally are 
organized in many different ways. Ordinarily, the units which offer programs 
of instruction that lead to degrees (or to "minors" or "concentrations") are 
described jn college and university catalogs along with the colleges, schools 
and departments to which they organizationcl ly relate. Often, however 
research-oriented units, or public service-oriented units, are organized 
separately from the academic departments, schools and colleges and their 
relationships to' these units vary widely. Moreover, both academic programs 
and research units may evolve quite rapidly. Groups that begin to function 
informally may soon emerge as formal structures, sponsoring programs that 
should be included in a compilation such as this. 

The units entered In this directory reflect the spectrum from quite 
informal interdepartmental cotmittees to well-established centers with 
multi-mi I l ion ^dol lar budgets. Tiiey include major institutions whose programs 
relate entirely to international objectives, such as the American Graduate 
school of Intern^atidhal Management (Arizona) or the East-West Center (Hawaii) 
There are voluntary organizations not campus-based-the Oregon International 
touncii IS an example. Some units that have ties to educational institutions 
are nevertheless authorized and funded, or perform functions assigned by 
state or federal governments-such as the Joint Border Research Institute at 
New Mexico State University, or the National Coastal Resources Research and 
Development Institute in Oregon. We have required for inclusion that units be 
focused on education i research, or public service oriented to other nations or 
world area^ (thusj have excluded programs focusing upon Americans, whether 
Asian-Americans, Mexican-American-, Native Americans, or others). We have 
generally excluded programs of student exchange that primarily serve 
regularly-enrolled students (such as year- or semester- abroad programs) and 
programs for foreign students in the United States. 

With the exclusions, however, we have chosen to err on the side of 
inclusiveness, both because of the belief that we cannot predict the ranqe of 
l"fo'^niation scme^ users may seek, and because we anticipate that inclusiveness 
"ow will serve to identify for possible future editions additional prograws 
that have been missed. It would seem that having identified more of the full 
range, we may be in a better position In the future to define additional 
criteria tor entries. 
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We trust _that the. format . and the brevity of the entries wil l simplify 
finding the references that most, closely match _a _user^s . intere_s_t.._ ...Our hope is 
that users will be .enco.uraged by the remarka_bj_e arraj^ of programs to raise 
their questions^ certainly with any of the units i\ncluded here bat also with 
local institutions which may be able to help, even if no local program that is 
directlyoh the issue of interest is 1 isted. Readers will recognize that help 
may be found also in places not cited in this document-- 1 ibraries , museams, 
associations, schools are obvious examples. 

As points of departure for this compilation we have used a lis of 
language and area programs published by the Modern Language Association in 
1984; the Research Centers ^i^^twy , 9th edition, published by Sale Research 
Company; in formation relating to the National Resource Centers and other 
programs supported by the U.S. Department of Education. under Title VI of the 
Higher Education Act; college and university catalogs for the year _1986; and 
random items from newspapers and journals. Gleaning what We could from these 
sources^ we sent our drafts to the units for cheeking, and to a great many 
chief academic officers, including in institutions for which we had found no 
programs to includes^ as_we sought to learn about centers we had missed. We 
have been able to include many additional references, as a result.. We trust 
that through publishing thij first edition with the expectation of updating 
and expanding it for republication, we can in the future remedy any serious 
omissions here. 

In addition to the some 180 entries about "centers of expertise," this 
report presents listings of the colleges and universities where Instruction in 
less common foreign languages is avail able--mare precisely. Where students 
were actually enrolled in the Fall of 1983. This is a reasonably complete 
listing for the languages incladed , though some_ prog ram Sl have been started 
since that date which will not be in our lists. To simplify identification of 
locations, we provide two 1 istings--first , by stat^^ and. institution (both 
alphabeticallyl, and second by. language. As pointed out in the introduction 
of that section, we have excluded four major European languages which are 
generally available and some 50 ancient languages or languages otherwise less 
significant for international trade and affairs. 

A major objective of WICHE is to encourage interstate and interinstitu- 
tional collaboration and resource sharing, international stud ies and ^foreign 
languages, vital as they are in higher education today, become high-cost 
programs as instUutions move beyond the most popular world areas^ topics, and 
languages into more advanced or special ized work. In the face of severe 
resource 1 imitations now character istic of most western states, maintenance of 
present efforts, in language, area, and other international programs, let alone 
expansion of the kind that rising public interest seems to demand, are 
threatened by lack of _funds. Jt is precisely this climate in which other 
regional service and education programs have been created thr ough WICHE. _ In 
addition to other _pur poses we hope this compilation will be used for plans 
and arrangements that serve to join forces in the interest of stronger and 
more cost efficient programs. 

WICHE earnestly sol ic its readers^ comm^ publication's useful- 

ness and suggestions of how it may be made more useful.
